Convention opened half an hour late. The 
Rev. John J. Glennon prayed. The Commit- 
tee on Resolutions not being ready with its 
report, addresses were made by Hogg ot 
Texas, A. M. Dockery of Missouri, whose 
mention of Dewey was received in silence; 
Mayor Rose of Milwaukee, James Williams 
of Illinois, John B. McCullough of Indiana, 
‘Governor Beckham of Kentucky, and J. W. 
Miles of Maryland. Between the speeches 
there were cries for ll, On motion of } 
Williams a committee of nine was appointed 
to confer with silver Republicang and Popu- 
lists. Recess Was taken until 8:30. Hill re- 
ceived his usual reception upon reassem- 
bling. Till read platform as submitted 
by committee. Each plank was cheered and 
it was adopted by acclamation. Webster 
Davis, ex-Assigtant Secretary of the Inte- 


| rior, addressed convention and announced 


his allegiance to the Democratic party. 
Nominations were called for. Alabama 
yielded to Nebraska and W. D. Oldham pre- 
sented Bryan's name. For twenty-seven 
minutes after mention of word Bryan the 
convention cheered. Perkins [Tex.], White 
J. Thompson [Ill], and Hill seconded 
‘nomination, all delegates except Tammany's 
rose. His speech was punctuated with cheers 
and was the most eloquent of thé convention. 
Crowd then wanted a vote, but many more 
speeches were made, including those of Dan- 
lel, Pattison, and McMillin. Bryan was 
nominated unanimously and convention ad- 
journed until today. 1 \ 

Chief fight of convention was on specific 
mention of 16 to 1 in Committee on Resolu- 
tions, which approved Bryan's silver plank 
after twelve hours of discussioh. A major- 
ity was opposed, but they yielded to Bryan's 
wishes, although Van Wyck said it meant 
certain loss of New York. The vote was 26 
to 24, the former representing 342 and the 
latter 584 delegates. It was agreed that 
there should be no minority report, and im- 
perialism was declared the paramount 
issue, because it involves the existence of 
the republic and the destruction of our free 
institutions.“ Porto Rican legislation and 
policy in Philippines are denounced.

The entire population of the crowded dis- 
tricts of the city spent last night in the 
streets, sleeping on sidewalks, in alleys, on 
porches, and anywhere the breeze could be 
felt. In the Ghetto and in the Italian settle- 
ments the people brought out bedding and 
made preparations to spend the night in the 
open air. | 

The district between the river and Halsted 
street, south of West Madison, presented a 
strange appearance just before midnight. 
Looking down any street where there were 
residences one might see rows of huddled- 
up bodies of those sleeping. Far into the 
night groups of older people stood about and 
talked while the children slept, but in many 
places whole families lay asleep on the side- 
walks,

TAXES LESS CN BIG STORES. 


Assessors’ Advance Figures on Personal 
| Property Valuations Show 
Reductions. | 


Advance figures given out ty members of 
the Board of Assessors concerning the valu- 
ations of personal property of department 
stores for this year show that in most cases 
last year’s figures were lowered. The per- 
sonal property of Carson, Pirle, Scott & Co., 
wholesale and retail, is set this year at 
$2,235,843, as against $2,500,000 finally de- 
cided on last year by the Board of Review. 
The Fair will pay taxes this year, unless the 
figures are changed by the Board of Re- 
view or of Equalization, on $786,000 of per- 
sonalty; Siegel, Cooper & Co. on $841,167, 
Schlesinger & Mayer on $640,000, Mandel 
Bros. on $950,000, and A. M. Rothschild & 
Co. on $417,250. 

The People's Gaslight and Coke company 
Was assessed on personalty about $9,000,000. 
The Ogden Gas company will pay taxes on 
only $200,000 worth of tangible personal 
property. The rolling stock and tangible 
personalty of the Chicago Union Traction 
company on the North, West, and part of 
the South Sides is valued at Wen in 
round numbers.

ing taken back also. Superintendent Mokat, 
however, discharged Roedder a second time 
and the twenty-four men quit again, stop- 
ping work and marching to the Bighty- 
ninth strect gate ina body. They did not get 
out, the gateman locking the gate and re- 
fusing to let them pass. They were com- 
pelled to go back to work, and were kept 
within the yards until 6 o’cléck in the morn-. 
ing without feod or water. 

Yesterday only six of the men went back to 
work, and they returned, it was believed, 
with the intention of ihducing the other 
furnace men ty quit. Up to 2 o'clock this 
morning nothing in the way of * was 
done. 

Resume Work. 

In keeping with the announcement et the 
officials of the company, as published in 
Tun TRIBUNE, the departments of the South 
Chicago works that have been idle for a 
week, were started up with a fun force of 
men yesterday morning. The departments 
affected’ are the plate mill, the open hearth, 
and the slab mill. No men were laid off in 
other departments of the works, and the en- 
tire plant is now running full force. 


Fails to Find Union Contractor. 

While the leaders of the Building Trades 
council have been declaring that large num- 
bers of responsible contractors are employ- 
ing union workmen. and are ready to under- 
take any kind of a job, Pond & Pond, archi- 
tects, have been trying for almost a month 
without success to start a $15,000 contract. 

“We have a client who insists upon the 
employment ot none but union workmen,” 
said one of the members of the firm. “ To 
carry out his wishes we made a verbal re- 
quest of the President of a building trades 
union nearly a month ago for the names of 
some responsible contractors who could fig- 
ure on the job. Receiving no answer, we 
wrote him a letter about ten days ago, but 
have received no reply.“ 

Victor Falkenau said that although 163 
buildings were in course of construction in 
the city, not one of the contractors was em- 
ploying union labor, 


Council Appeals for Aid. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, was in the city 
yesterday on his way to Washington. He 
held a conference with President Edward 
Carroll, Secretary E. A. Davis, and other 
leaders of the Building Trades council, who 
have been hoping that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor bs cares extend financial as- 
sistance. 

Mr. Gompers Soul not give any positive 
assurances, but the labor leaders will pre- 
sent thelr appeals to the Executive com- 
mittee of the federation in Chicago on 
July 14. 

An open-day demonstration may take 
place on the same day for the discussion of 
the labor troubles.

ROUGH RIDERS SAVE 
WOMEN FROM HARM IN 
RUNAWAY AT QUINCY. 


with Governor Roosevelt, Show 
Prompt Bravery by Stopping Fright- 
- ened Horses in the Nick of Time. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 1 

Quincy, III., July 5.— [Special.] Lorimer 
Werden and Arthur Cosby, two Rough Rid - 
ers whom Governor Roosevelt brought with 
him from New Tork City, today stopped a 
runaway which must have been disastrous 
but for their pluck. At Sun Juan Hill Cosby 
was twice wounded, and Werden was one of 
the troopers nearest his commander in the 
charge up the slope. Their deed today was 
witnessed by several thousand persons, 
coming at the time Governor Roosevelt was 
leaving the courthouse grounds to go to his 
train. 

Mrs. J. W. Gardiner, wife of the head of 
the Gardiner governor works, ang one of 
the most prominent society women of the 
city, was driving a spirited team hitched to 
a light surrey. With her were several young 
women friends. The noise made by a re- 
turning band startled the horses and one of 
them reared and plungéd heavily against the 
bit. The piece of steel broke and the bridle 
fell loose, freeing the now maddened animal 
from restraint. 

Werden and Cosby in a carriage were be- 
ing driven to the depot, and were but a little 
ahead of Mrs. Gardiner’s vehicle when the 
accident happened. They jumped to the 
ground, and before the runaways were in 
full stride they were opposite their heads. 
Werden leaped for the animal which had 
caused the trouble, and Cosby grabbed the 
reins attached to the bridle of the other 
horse. He pulled the bridled horse to a halt 
with comparative ease, for he is a fellow of 
splendid muscular build, and the lines gave 
him a leverage. Werden was not so fortu- 
nate, as he could only grasp the half loosened 
horse by the nose and try to reduce him to 
submission by shutting off his breath. 

The anima! plunged and jerked him into 
the air, but he held on stubbornly. Cosby 
saw what the situation was, let go his own 
subdued steed, and went to Werden's aid. 
He threw his arms around the horse's neck, 
and exerted a choking force. Against two 
rough riders the animal had no chance, It 


was pulled down, and held secure uate addi- 


tional assistance arrived. 

If the Rough Riders had not 6055 obliged 
to leave town at once they would have been 
féted tonight, as Mrs. Gardiner insisted 
upon looking upon them as her preservers.

The career of William Jennings Bryan 
as a character in American politics is not 
a long one. 2 the day after the Chicago 
convention of 1896, when he first was 
nominated for the Presidency, the ques- 
tion was asked on every side, “ Who is 
Mr. Bryan?“ His sensational appear- 
ance on the stage of public life and his 
tremendous earnestness and activity in the 
campaign that followed gained him a 
steady prominence from that day, and 


they regarded Mr. Bryan personally with 
unceasing interest. 

With Mr. Bryan's name will always be 
linked the main issue that brought him to 
the front, the coinage of silver at a ratio 
of 16 to 1. Nothing in his life, possibly, 
is Of more interest than the manner in 
which, he became interested in the silver 
question. When elected to Congress, he 
says, he knew little about the question. 
His Republican opponent had been in fa- 
vor of the free coinage of silver, and the 
issue was not discussed in the campaign. 
He was impressed, however, with t ny 
mand that came from the farmers of his 
district, and when he reached Washington 
he suggested to his wife as one of the 
questions of growing importance on 
which they must become informed, this 
question of coinage. They devoted the 


eyes Bimetallism,“ which they were

Mr. Bryan was born in Salem, Marion 
County, III., on March 19, 1860. Mis fa- 
ther, Silas Lillard Jennings, practiced law 
there and served as State Senator and 
Circuit Judge, being defeated by votes 
in a candidacy for Congress. The father. 
moved to a farm near Salem in 1866, that 
his boys might be brought up in the coun- 
try. William J. Bryan was taught at home 
by his mother until he was 10 years old, 
and he then attended the public schools 
until he was 15. He studied for two years 
at Whipple Academy, 8 and 
then entered Illinois College. He was 
prominent in the literary and debating 
societies and on graduating in 1881 de- 
livered the valedictory of his class. He 
studied law at the Union Law College of 
Chicago for two years, and upon admis- 
sion to the bar began the practice in Jack- 
sonville. | 

In 1887 Mr. Bryan removed to Nebras- 
ka, and soon afterward his political activi- 
ties were begun, In 1888 he declined the 
nomination tor Lieutenant Governor, and 
in 1890 he was nominated for Congress on 
a platform written by himself. The plat- 
form contained a free silver plank. In the 
House of Representatives he attained his 
first general distinction by a speech in the 
course of the debate on the Wilson bill. 

He was returned to Congress in 1892. 
and on Aug. 16, 1 made a speech 
against the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act of 
1890. During both terms he was a mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means committee. 
He declined a third nomination far Con- 
gress, but was immediately pushed by his

party for United States Senator. The Re- 
ublicans held a majority of the Nebraska 
islature and he failed of election, 

n the campaign of 1894 Mr. Bryan sent 

a challenge to John M. Thurston, Repub-

met in joint debate. It was held in the 

Omaha Coliseum and the partisans of 
each claimed a victory for his man. 

When he came to the Chicago conven- 
tion of 1896 he had come to be looked on 
‘as a leader of the Democratic party in his 
State, but he was not regarded as one 
who 2 be conspicuous in the con- 
vention. His “ crown of thorns” speech, 
however, and his subsequent nomination 
for the Presidency formed one of the most 
sensational events that had marked a na- 
tional convention, 

After his defeat in the er of 1806 
Mr. Bryan devoted his time to lecturing, 
and on the outbreak of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war accepted the Colonelcy of the 
Third Nebraska Volunteers. He resigned 
in the following autumn, and returning to 
Nebraska resumed his political activity 
and campaign. 

In his domestic life Mr. Bryan has com- 
manded the admiration of his political 
enemies as well as his most enthusiastic 
friends. He was married on Oct. 1, 1884, 
to Mary Baird, of Perry, III. Their life 
has been a singularly congenial one, his 
wife having studied law and having 
lowed her Rasbond in all his interests and 
activities. They have three. children— 
Ruth, William J. Jr.,and Grace. Mr. Bry- 
an is a member of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Lincoln. He always has been 
democratic in his ways of 2 and much 
of his time is spent on his small farm.

With all the force he could possibly put 
into his voice, “Slim Jim” Richardson 
screamed out through the tumult: “ I have 
the honor of presenting to you Governor 
Beckham of Kentucky,” and the fighting 
men from the far West who love a fighter 
stood up and waved their hats and cheered 
as the smooth-shaven, boyish-looking man 
who succeeded Taylor as Governor of the 
State of “the dark and bloody ground,“ 
stepped forward and began to speak. 
Beckham stood with clenched fists and 
trembling voice declaring that he spoke for 
“the outraged and slandered Democracy 
of my beloved State.“ 
Beckham's voice had not much carrying 
power, but the convention gave him closer 
attention than it had given to any of the 
men who preceded him, and for the first time 
‘since the first session began there was al- 
most complete silence in thehall. Beckham 
was the first speaker who, as he closed, was 
vociferously asked to go on. But Beck-

In a Vast Sea of Sound: 


The noise and confusion which had marked 
the opening of each previous session was 


redoubled. Everybody had come to see Bry- }

They were 
yelling and cheering, all talking at the tops 
of their voices all around the high circles, 
where 15,000 people sat looking down into

The inevitable outburst for Hill occurred 
when the New York delegation marched in 
some time before the convention was called 
to order, and it surpassed in intensity any 
of the previous demonstrations in honor of 
the sage of Wolfert’s Roost.

Boer Sympathy Gets a Cheer. 

The plank offering sympathy to the butgh- 
ers of the south African republics in their 
“unequal struggle with England” started 
up the enthusiasm again. Tillman closed by 
declaring all the institutions of the republic 
in grave danger, and called down upon the 
efforts of the Democratic party the biess- 
ings of God Almighty. .. 


Adopted by Acclamation. 


Chairman Jones moved that the platform 
as read be adopted by acclamation and a 
great cry of ayes showed that the motion 
was ca Sergeant-at-Arms Martin 
walked to the edge of the platform and 
brooded with) both arms like a noisy hen over 
the delegates. 

He succeeded in gaining their attention, 
when Webster Davis, former Third Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Interior in the McKinley 
administration, was presented. As a@ con- 
vert from Republicanism he was cheered to 
the echo when he announced his allegiance 
to the platform just adopted. 


Webster Davis the Convert. 

„ We have never read,“ he said, a plat-

Then he went on to explain that he was 
not forced to leave the administration, and 
declared that any man or administration 
who stated to the contrary told a willful 
falsehood. | 

There were not lacking, however, peopl 
in the galleries who did not like the idea o 
turning over a Democratic convention to a 
renegade Republican. There were hisses as 
he went on which were found hard to quell," 
and men scattered about the galleries ad- 
vised him to put on his hat and cut it short. 

But Mr. Davis went on and let the eagle 
soar to the height of its flight. He desired to 
know whether the time had come when the 
free men of the great American repubiic 
must be tied hand and foot to the British 
Empire in its mad lust for gold and conquest, 
He recited the Battle Cry of Freedom 
with great effect, and Senator Jones rose 
to his feet in the chair behind the speaker, 
waved up the delegates on the floor, and 
sent the band a telepathic message to play 
the “ Red, White, and Blue.” 

Apparently Mr. Davis wanted the assem- 
bled Democrats to go out and die to make 
men free, though in what apparent direction 
he wished them to act did not appear. 

He closed in a burst of patriotic fervor, and 
was 80 overcome that when he came to an- 
nounce his allegiance to the “ peerless lead- 
er he declared:

And so in a tumult of mingled cheers and 
applause he sat down. 

Twenty or thirty men crowded up to the 
speakers’ platform and the band started to 
play “ Hail to the Chief.”

Dr. Robinson Tripp, oldest in years of all 
Chicago's old residents, died on Wednesday 
evening at 7231 Stewart avenue. He had 
passed his 95th birthday, and had resided in 
Chicago continuously since 1834. There is 
a question among the old, settlers as to who 
arrived first, and by some Dr. Tripp was 
accorded that distinction.

City Had Only 600 Inhabitants. 


Dr. Tripp came to Chicago from Buffalo in 
1884 because the physicians there had told 
him he had only.a few months to live. He 
was suffering from bronchitis, In Chicago 
he regained his health. There were about 
600 inhabitants when Dr. Tripp came, and 
the Mansion House, near where the Tre- 
mont now stands, was the principal hotel. 
Dr. Tripp and his wife were refused admit- 
tance there because they were travel-stained 
and worn. It was not many years before 
Dr. Tripp owned some of the most valuable 
pieces of land in the village, including the 
corner where the First Methodist Church 
now stands. He never realized the growing 
values, and sold with little profit. 

When he came to Chicago Dr. Tripp was a 
carpenter and began to work at his trade. 
Later he purchased a stock of merchandise 


streets. In 1844 his health failed and he went 
into the office of Dr. David 8. Smith. He 
began to study medicine and showeg 
such aptitude that he was soon being con- 
sulted in the absence of his employer.

The year 1899 was notable as showing a 
small list of roads placed in the hands of re- 
ceivers, the number being smaller than for 
any of the preceding eighteen years. The 
year 1900 is not likely to make so good a 
record, although the indications are that the 
number of defaulting companies will be 
much below the average of the last ten years. 
Records kept hy the Railroad Age show that 
for six months in the year nine companies, 
operating 978 miles of road and represent- 
ing $56,000,000 of bonds and stock have been 
taken in charge by courts. Three of these. 
companfes—the Omaha, Kansas City and 
Eastern, the Omaha and St. Lows, and the 
Kansas City and Northern connecting—were 
practically one in interest and formed part 
of the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gu:f. The 
three companies represent 272 miles and 
over $14,000,000 of capitalization. The other 
important factor in the aggregate was the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk, which is passing 
through friendly reorganization, which 
will improve its financial standing. 

The receivership list is larger than that of 
the first half of 1899 or 1898, but is much 
smaller compared with previous years. 

Compared with the foreclosure sales in the 
first half of 1899, the number is three less 
this year, the mileage Is greater by 465 miles, 
and the capitalization is almost the same 
n over $24,000,000 in each case.

Twen- 
ty years ago all that portion of equa- 
torial Africa was virtually closed to trade 
and civilization. Realizing its vast commer- 
cial possibilities, Sir George founded a com- 
pany, to which in 1886 a royal charter was 
granted, and by means of this established a 
system of government which was as en- 
lightened as successful, being absolutely in- 
dependent of all assistance from the imperial 
authorities. In fact, the entire waterway 
of the great River Niger was brought under 
British control and opened up to British 
trade, and a little over a year ago the whole 
of the territory acquired by the Chartered 
company passed into the hands of the Brit- 
ish crown precisely in the same way that 


India was transferred from the East India 
company to-the state in the latter part of | 


the 508. 

Unlike Ceotl Rhodes, Sir George Taubman 
Goldie never gave the slightest trouble to 
the home authorities. There was no breath 
of scandal connected with the Niger Char- 
tered company, and, while there are shadows 
that darken the fair name as well as the 
empire building methods of Rhode’, there 
are none to tarnish the brilliancy of the 
reputation of Sir George Taubman Goldie. 


— 

Sir George is of mixed Scotch and Manx 
origin. The Taubmans are an ancient fam- 
ily of the Isle of Man, whereas the Goldies 
are of an equally old and blue-blooded 
Dumfrieshire house. At the beginning of 
the century General Alexander Goldie mar- 
ried the only child and heiress of Major 
Taubman of the Nunnery, Douglas, Isle of 
Man. 

From that time forth the head ‘of the 
Goldie family has invariably borne the name 
of Taubman, added after that of Goldie, and 
Sir George’s elder brother, who was Speaker 
of the House of Keys, or Manx Legislature, 
was known as Sir John Goldie-Taubman, 
whereas the founder of Nigeria is designated 
as Sir George Goldie, owing to the fact of his 
being a younger son. 

The crown has been strangely close-fisted 
in its recognition of the services of Sir 
George. For whereas it grants baronetcies 
and even peerages for mere contributions to 
electoral campaign funds, it has contented 
itself with giving to Sir George a seat in the 
Privy Council, and not the first, but the sec- 
ond class of the Order of St. Michael and 
St. George—that is to say, identically the 
same reward that was given to Lord Paunce- 
fote’s second Secretary of Embassy, Sir 
Charles Elliott, for His services as one of 


the foreign commissioners in connection 


with the Samoan controversy. 


Lord Monson, whose death has just taken 
place at Florence, spent almost his entire 
life in the service of Queen Vietoria's sec- 
ond son, the Duke of Edinburg and of Co- 
burg, ‘first as his equerry, and then as the 
chief of his household. It was while in at- 
tendance on the Duke that, Lord Monson be- 
came involved in a disagreeable affair, 
which resulted in his being pfiblicly horse- 


| whipped and challenged to fight a duel by an 


officer of the Black’ Watch, a Colonel Scott 
Stevenson. Public sympathy was alto- 
gether with Lord Monson in the matter in- 
stead of with his assailant. For the horse- 
whipping was brought about by a complaint 
on the part of Mrs. Scott Stevenson that 
the Duke of Edinburg’s equerry had been 
altogether too pressing in his attentions 
and too Insulting in his protestations of ad- 
miration and love. 

Now, the woman was by no means a beau- 
tiful or in any way attractive woman, and 
was known for her mischief making pro- 
clivities as well as for her craze for no- 
toriety, and in consequence thereof it has 
always been believed that the late Lord 
Monson was merely the victim of her mania 
for getting herself talked about and that the 
passionate admiration, which she described 
to her burly husband as an insult, existed 
only in ber imagination. It was only with 
the utmost difficulty that the Governor of 
Malta and the Duke of Edinburg were able 
to prevent a duel between Lord Monson and 
Colonel Scott Stevenson from taking place. 


Mrs. Scott Stevenson was destined to come 
some years later before the public if a still 
more displeasing manner, through her ex- 
extraordinary publication in the English 
press of a letter received from her husband, 
and in which, while relating a battle with 
the dervishes in which he had taken part 


near Suakin on the Red Sea, he described 


how, after the victory had been won, he and 
some others had picked up dervish spears 
and gone about on the battlefield spearing 
the wounded enemy, the letter, of course, 
which was never meant for publication, ex- 
citing a most extraordinary outburst of in- 
dignation throughout England, and, of 
course, on the continent, besides bringing 
odium on the famous Forty-second High- 
landers, or Black Watch Regiment. 


The late Lord Monson leaves an only son, 
Jack by name, who succeeds to his honors, 
and who was until the other day a secretary 
of the British Embassy at Paris, which he 
resigned in order to assume his father's 
duties as chief of the household to the Duke 
of Edinburg and Coburg. In the event of 
his death without Issue the peerage will pass 
to Sir Edmund Monson, now British Am- 
bassador at Paris. 

The Monsons are an ancient family, and 
there was one of them who, while a member 
of the household of King Charles I., be- 
trayed his royal master, for which after the 
restoration he was dragged with a halter 
around his neck to the gallows at Tyburn

his days in the Tower of London. . 

At the present moment there is another 
member of the house of Monson, Alfred 
Monson by name, a cousin of the late peer, 
who is undergoing a long sentence of penal 
servitude for forgery, after having escaped 
through a verdict of not proven” from 
the hanging which he deserved for the mur- 
der of Cecil Hambrough up in Scotland. 
The verdict of not proven is given by 
Seotch juries when they feel morally aa- 
sured of the prisoner's guilt, but feel that
